tlw sido ot tbo warrior tho two pioeos fast- 
1111011 with uuttons or clasps. 


The bows wore so stout and stiff and strong 


liiiit warriors often challenged encb other to 
bond one. Tho strings •>!. the bow v;cro mado 
fru.-n tho sinowsot oxen. A case lil:o un in- 
verted pyramid was fastened to the back, 
lhat caso containing tho arrows, so that 
when tho warrior wanted to use an arrow be 
would put bis arm ovor hisshoulder and pull 
forth tho arrow for tbe light. The ankle o! 
tho foot bud an iron boot. Whoa u wall was 
to bo assaulted a battering ram was brought 
up. 
A battering ra'm 'fas a great beam 


swung on chains in equilibrium. Tho batter- 
ing rum would Ui br"u-liL closo up to tho 
\vall nnd then a great number of men would 
t'ikt< bold vl thus beam, push it back as faros 
they eoukl and then let go, and tho beam be- 
came u great swinging p"ndulu:iiof destruc- 
tion.

troops can never stand before thoso which 
are drilled. At a timo when other nations 
are giving such caro to military tactics, it 
behooves this nation to lack nothing ;n skill. 
We shall never have another war between 
north and south. Tho old decayed bo.io of 
contention, African slavery, has been cast 
out. although hero and there a dnpravcil poli- 
tician takes it up to seo if ho can gnaw some- 
thing otr of it. Wo oro floating oft further | 
and further from the possibility of sectional i 
strife, but about foreign invasion I am not so i 
sure. Thero is absolutely no room on this ' 
continent fur any othor nation. 1 havo been 
across tho country again and ngain, nnd I 
know that wo have not a half inch of ground 
for tho gouty foot'of foreign despotism to 
stand on. I do not know but that a halt 
dozen nations, envious o( our prosperity, 
mav want to give us a wrostle. During 
our 
civil 
war 
thoro 
wore 
two 
or 


three nations that could hardly keep their 
hands off of us. It is very easy to pick na- 
tional quarrels, and if our nation escapes it 
much longer it will bo tho exception. If a 
foreign too should corao wo waut men like 
thoso of 1S12, and lilio those who fought on 
both sides in ISCi. Wo want them all up and 
down tho coast, 1'uloski and Fort yuniter in 
the. same chorus of thunder as Fort Lafayette 
and Fort Hamilton, men who will not only 
l:notv bow to Gght, but how to die. When 
such a tune comes, if it over does come, the 
generations on tho stage of action will say; 
"My country will core for my family, as they 
did In tho soldiers' asylums for tho orphans 
in tho civil war, and my country will honor 
my dust as it honors thoso who preceded ni<» 
in patriotic sacrifico, and once a year at any 
rate, on Decoration Day, I shall bo res- 
urrected into tho remembrance of thoso 
for whom I died. Hero I go for God 
and my country." 
If foreign foo should over 


como all sectional animosities would ho ob- 
literated. Hero go our regiments into tho 
battle, side by side, Fifteenth Now York 
volunteers, Tenth Alabama cavalry, Four- 
teenth Pennsylvania riflomon, Tenth Massa- 
chusetts artillery. Seventh South Carolina 
sharpshooters. I have no faith in tlio cry; 
"So north, no south, no east, no west." Let 
all tour sections keep their ixjculicrities and 
their preferences, each doing iLs own work 
and not interfering with each other, each of 
tho four currying its part in tho great har- 
mony—tho bass, tho alto, the tenor, the 
soprano in tho grand march of tho Union. 


I congratulate you, tho officers and sol- 


diora of this National encampment, that if a 
foreign attack should at any timo bo made 
you would ho ready, and thero would be mil- 
lions of tlio drilled men of north and south, 
like tho men or my iirst tost, which could 
keep rank, and like the men of my second 
test, that would not miss a hair breadth. 


At this National drill, when tbirty-ono 


states of tho Union aro represented, and be 
r.iveen the decorations of tho graves of tho 
southern dead, which took plnco ii fow days 
agr>,aiid tlioilocorat.ior.sof tho northern dead, 
which shull tako place to-morrow, T would 
stir the Christian patriotism and gratitudo 
not only of this soldiery hero present, but of 
nil tho people, by putting beforo them the 
difference between theso times, when the isol- 
diers of. all sections meet in peace, and th(* 
times when they met in contest.

"mudsills" and the southern peoplo woro 
"white trash." 
Tho more southern peoplo 


wero killed in battle tho better tbo north 
liked it. 
The moro northern people wcro 


killed in battlo tho better tho south liked it. 
For four years tho head of Abraham Lincoln 
or Jefferson Davis would havo been worth 
SI,000,000, if delivered on cithor side tho line. 
No need now, standing in our pulpits and 
platforms, of saying that tho north and south 
did not. hate each other. To ijstuniito how 
very nrjaFIy' they"lovecT each ottier, "count up 
the bombshells that wore hurled and the car- 
bines that wero loaded and tho cavalry 
horses that were mounted, north and soiit.li 
facing each other, all armed, in the attempt 
to kill. The two sections not only marshaled 
all their earthly hostilities, but tried to reach 
up and get hold of the sword of heaven, 
and tho prayer of: tho northern and south- 
ern pulpits gave moro information to tho 
heavens about tho best modo of settling this 
trouble tban was ever nsecl. For four years 
both sides tfied to get bold of the Lord's 
thunderbolts, but could not quite reach them. 
At the breaking out of tho war wo had not 
for months heard of my dear uncle, Samuel 
J. Talraage, president of the Oglethorpe uni- 
versity, in Georgia. 
He was about tho 


grandest man I over know, and as good as 
good could be. Tho first we hoard of him 
•was bis opening prayer in tho Confederate 
congress in Richmond, which TVOS reported in 
tho New York paper?, which prayer, if 
answered, would, to say tho least, have left 
all his northern relatives in very uncomfort- 
able circumstances. 
Tha ministry ^ at tho 


north prayed one "way and tho ministry at 
tho south prayed tho othor way. 
No uso in 


hiding tho fact that tho north and tbo south 
cursed each other with a withering and all 
consuming curse. 


Beside that antipathy of war timo I place 


tho complete accord of this time, ^ot long 
ago a meeting in Isrow York TVOS held to raise 
moniy to build a homo at Richmond for 
crippled Confederate soldiers, and was pre- 
sided over by a man who lost on arm and a 
leg in fighting on tho northern side, and the 
leg which was not lost so hurt that it does not 
amount to much. Tho Cotton exhibition hold 
not long ago at Atlanta waa attended by tens 
of thousands of northern peoplo and by Gen. 
Sherman, who was frreetod with kindness, as 
though they had oovor scon him before. 
At 


tho Now Orleans exhibition, held two }-oars 
ago, every northern state "was represented. A 
thousand fold kindlier feeling after the war 
than beforo tho war. 
No moro uso for gun- 


powder in this country, except for riflo prac- 
tice or Fourth of July pyrotechnics or a shot 
at a roebuck i:i tho Adirondacks.

northern cition. Rivers of Georgia, Ala-

mills ot Now England capitalists. The old 
lions of war, Fort Sumter and Moultrie and 
Jjafayette and Pickers and Hamilton, sound 
osloep on their iron paws, and instead of rais- 
ing money to keop enemies out of our New 
York harbor, raising money for tfco Bartholdi 
statute on Cedloo's island, ligurd of liberty 
•with uplifted torch to light tho way to all 
•who want to come in. Instead of war antip- 
athies, when you could not cross tho line be- 
tween the contestants without fighting your 
way with keen steel or getting through by 
passes carefully scrutinized at every step by 
bayonets, you need only a railroad ticket 
from jS"ew York to Charleston or New Orleans 
to go clear through, und thero is no uso for 
any weapon sharper or stronger than a steel 
pen. Since tho years of timo began their 
roll, has there ever boon in about two decades 
such an overmastering antithesis as botweon 
the war time of complete bitterness, and this 
time of complete sympathy? 


Contrast also tho domestic life of those 


times with tho domestic life of theso times. 
Many of you were either leaving homo or far 
away from it, communicating by uncertain 
letter. 
What a morning that was when you 


left homel '.Father and mother crying, sisters 
crying, you smiling outside but crying inside. 
Everybody nervous and excited. Boys or tho 
liluo and gray I whether you started from the 
banks of the Hudson, or tho Savannah, or the 
Androscoggin, dou'tyou remember tho scenes 
ot tho front door, at tho rail car window, on 
the steamboat landing? The huzza could not 
drown out the suppressed sadness. Don't yon 
remember those charges to write home often, 
and ta!:>j good Cfti'e Of yourself, he gnod boys, 
and tho goodby kiss which they tho-.ight urn! 
you thought might bo forever! Then tbft 
homesickness as you paced the river brink on 
a starlight night on picket duty, and tho sly 
tears which you wiped off when you heard n 
group at tho cnrr.p fire ringing tho plantation 
songaboul tho old folks at home. The dinner ol 
bard tack on Thanksgiving Day, and the 
Christmas without aay presents, and tho long 
nights in tho hospital, 60 dilferent from thu 
sickness when you wero at home with mother 
and si>tcr at the bcclsido, and the clod: in ; !io 
h.nll, giving the exact moment fur tlio medi- 
cine; and tlro.t forced march when your legs 
ached, and your head arheJ, nnd 
your 


wounds aclied, and moro than all. yuur heart 
ached. 
Homesickness, whjch had initaai^- 


rocanon ana a pang worse Cbati'~"deathl ' You 
never got hardened as did the guardsman in 
tho Crimean war, who heartlessly wrote 
homo to his mother: 


''J do not want to soo any moro crying lec- 


tors como to the Crimea from you. Thoso I 
havo received I put into my rifle after loud- 
ing it, and Lave fired them at the Rnssians, 
because you appear to have a strong disliko 
of thorn. If you havo seen as many killed as 
I havo you would not bavo as many weak 
ideas as you now have." 


You never felt like that. When a soldier's 


knapsack was found after his death in tho 
American war thoro was generally d careful 
package containing a Bible, ft fow photo- 
graphs and letters from home. On tho other 
hand tens of thousands of homes waited for 
news. Fanmts saj'ing: "Twenty thousand 
killed! I wonder if our boy was among 
them." Fainting dead away in post offices 
and telegraph stations. 
Both tho ears of 


God filled with tho sobs and agonicsof kindred 
waiting Cor tioivs, or dropping under tho an- 
nouncement of bod news. Speak, swamps of 
the Chiclcahominy, and midnight lagoons, 
and iiro rafts of tho Mississippi, and gunboats 
before Vicksburg, and woods of Antiotam, 
and tell to all tho mountains and valleys and 
rivers and lakes of north and south, joromiads 
of war times that have never been syllabled I 


Besklo that domestic perturbation and 


homesickness of thoso days put tho sweet do- 
mesticity of to-day. Tho only carcp lire you 
now ever sit at is the ono kiudled in stovo 
or furnaco or hearth. Instead of a half ration 
of salt pork, a repast luxuriant because par- 
taker, of by loving family circle and in Becrot 
confidences. Oh, now I seo who those letters 
were for, tho letters you, tho young soldier, 
tool; so long in your tent to write, and that 
you wero so particular to put in tho mail 
without any ono seeing you lest you be teased 
by your comrades. God spared you to got 
back, aiid though tho old peoplo havo gono 
yon havo a home of your own construction, 
and yfu often contrast thoso awful absences 
and filial and brotherly and loverly heart- 
breaks with your present residence, which is 
the dearest place yon will llnd this sldo of 
heaven. Tho placo where your children wero 
born Is the place whoro you want to die. To 
write tlio figures of 1S(J2 Isot np fourcrystals, 
crystals of tears. To writo tho figures of ISS? 
I stand up four members of your household, 
figures of rosy cheeks and flaxen hair, if I can 
get them to stand still long enough. 


Contrast also tho religious opportunities "of 


twenty years ago with now. Often on tho 
march from Sunday morn till night, or com- 
manded by ofilcers who considered the name 
of Cod and Christ of no uso except to swear 
by. Sometimes the drumhead, thepulpitand 
you slanding in heat or cold, all tho surround- 
ings of military life .having n. tendency to 
mako you reckless. No privacy for prayer 
or Bible reading. I\o sound of church bells. 
Sabbaths spoilt faraway from tho placo where 
you wero brought up. Now, tho choicest 
sanctuaries, easy pew, all Christian surround- 
ings, tho air full of God and Christ, and 
heaven and doxology. 
Throe mountains 


lifting themselves into tho holy light—Mount 
Sinai thundering its law, Mount Calvary 
pleading the sacrifice, Slouat PI>guh display- 
ing tho promised land. 


Contrast of national condition: 18G2, spend- 


ing money by the millions in devastation of 
property and life; 1S87, tlio finances so rocon- I 
Ktructed that all the stock gamblers of Wnll I 
strec-t combined cannot 
mako n. national 


panic; ISCtl, surgeons of tho land sotting 
broken bones and amputating gangrened 
limbs and studying gunshot fractures and in- 
venting easy ambulances for tho wounded 
and dying; 1SS7, surgeons giving their atten- 
tions to liioso in casualty of agriculture, of 
coir.morco or mechanical life, tho rushing of 
tho ambulance through our streets, not sug- 
gesting battle, but quick relief of soino ono 
fallen in peaceful industries; I8C2, 57,000,000 
inhabitants in thu land; :SS7, 55.000,000; 
I8C2, wheit, about $0,000,000 bushels; 18S7, 
tho wheat will bo about 500,000,000 bushels; 
1S02, Pacific coast fivo weeks from tho Atlan- 
tic: 1SS7, for three reasons, Union Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and Northern Pacific, only 
seven days across. Look at tho long line of 
churches, universities, asylums and houses 
with which, during tho last fow years, this 
hind has been decorated. 


Living soldiers of tho north and south, tako 


new and special ordination at this season of 
tho year, to garland tho sepulchors of your 
fallen comrades. 
Nothing is too good for 


tboir memories. Turn all tho private tombt* 
and the national cemeteries into gardens. Ye 
dead of Halve™ Hill and Cold Harbor and 
Murfreeshoro and Manasses Junction 
and 


Cumberland Gap and field hospital, receive 
theso floral offerings of tho living soldiers. 


But they shall como again, all tho dead 


troops. Wo sometimes talk about earthly 
military reviews, such as took placo iu Paris 
in tho time of Marshal Ney, in London in tho 
timo of Wellington and in our owr. land, but 
what tame things compared with the final re- 
view, when all the armies of the ages shall 
pass for divino and angelic inspection.

John says tho armies of heaven ride on white 
horses, and I don't know but many of the old 
cavalry horses 
of 
earthlyjl battle, that 


woro wouuded 
and worn out 
in 
ser- 


vice, may havo 
resurrection. It would 


bo only fair that, raised up and ennobled, 
they would bo resurrected for the grand 
review of tho judgment day. It would not 
tako any moro power to reconstruct their 
bodies than to reconstruct ours, aud I should 
bo ve.ry glad to.seo.them aiuon^: tho white 
tmrscs or apocalyptic vision. 
Hark to the 


trumpet blast, tho rovelllo of the last judg- 
ment! They como up. All the armies of all 
lands and all centuries, on which over sido 
thoy fought, whether for freedom or despot- 
ism, for tho right or the wrong.

They come! Darius and Cyrus, and Sennach- 
erib, and Joshua, and David, leading forth 
tho armies of scriptural times; Hannibal and 
Hamilcar leading forth tho armies of tho 
Carthaginians; Victor Emmanuel and Gari- 
baldi leading on the armies ot tho Italians;

If assaulted ut nil it mnat al- 
ways bd in the interests of personal nm- 
bition, or sectional or party feeling, or 
what is even worse, o! licentiousness and 
outrage. 
Therefore, brethren, and friends, as 


the social system is constituted the sold- 
ier becomes not only a necessary factor 
in it but also one to be held in honor, 
and his memory to be observed with 
re.verant affection. 


Ae a representative ot the Divine pow- 


er and authority in government as op- 
posed to violerce and lawlessness os 
illustrating in his person the highest, 
noblest characteristic sentiments
